Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-21 are allowable over the prior art of record. The closest prior art of 
record Liston et al. (Publication Number 2005/0065951), teaches a model view 
controller from which one or more dependency relationships are derived from mappings, 
however it fails to teach a data dependency relationship from a first controller to second 
and from the second to a model, these limitations being indicated in claims 1,15 and 18 
as "data dependency relationships directed from the first controller to the second 
controller and from the second controller to the model" and in claim 20 as "each data 
dependency relationship indicating that there is at least one data mapping between the 
first controller and the second controller and between the second controller and the 
model".
